DR. J. F. HENDERSON, Associate Professor 
of the Cancer Research Unit, McEachern 
Laboratory, and of the Department of Bio- 
chemistry, has been awarded the Ayerst 
Award for 1968 by the Canadian Biochem- 
ical Society. The award is a recognition of 
achievements in biochemical research and 
carries a $1,000 personal award provided by 
Ayerst Laboratories. As recipient of the 
award, Dr. Henderson will deliver a lecture 
on “Purine Metabolism and Human Disease” 
to the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Federation of Biological Societies in 
Kingston, Ontario, on June 13. 

DR. GEORGE MONCKTON, Associate Profes- 
sor of Medicine, has been elected to the 
Fellowship of the Royal College of Phys- 
icians of London. He will attend the dinner 
meeting for the admission of Fellows on 
June 6 in London. 

Cellist CLAUDE KENNESON, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Music, was a guest artist at the 
Festival of Strings in Austin, Texas, during 
a conference which celebrated the twentieth 
anniversary of the University of Texas String 
Project, May 13 to 16. Mr. Kenneson con- 
ducted the String Project Orchestra (which 
he had first conducted in 1955 when he was 
studying conducting at the String Project) in 
a gala concert which was the climax of the 
conference. 

In August, Mr. Kenneson will perform at 
the Purbeck Music Festival at Dorset, Eng- 
land, at the invitation of Kato Havas, the 
founder of the Festival. While there, he will 
consult with Miss Havas on violin pedagogy. 

DR. SALEEM M. QURESHI, Associate Profes- 
sor of Political Science, will spend May and 
June in England as a British Council Visitor 
while he conducts research on leadership and 
national integration in South Asia. In 
August, he will present a paper on “Muslim 
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International Conferent€of Asian Historians 
in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. 


DR. ODOSCA MORGANTE, Associate Profes- 
sor of Bacteriology, is the co-author with 
J. A. Shemanchuk of the Department of 
Agriculture of a paper on the “Isolation of 
western encephalitis virus from mosquitoes 
in Alberta” which was published in the 
Canadian Journal of Microbiology.

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Hospitality cards available 
Jor travellers 

Residents of Canada who are travelling to 
the United States by air, ship or rail are 
eligible for Hospitality Cards offering a 
variety of discounts during their stay. 

Included on the discount list are certain 
hotel chains, bus companies and motel 
chains (such as Holiday Inn). The card is 
issued by the United States Presidential 
Commission on Travel, aS a means of en- 
couraging tourism in the United States. 

To obtain a card, a traveller must show 
his passport or other proof of foreign res- 
idence and a round trip ticket to the United 
States. It is available from the airline, 
steamship company, travel agent or other 
agency from whom tickets are purchased. 

Copies of the discount list, showing the 
benefits, may be consulted at these agencies. 
Travellers intending to use the cards are ad- 
vised to make arrangements well in advance, 
because some discounts must be arranged 
before entry and others require 30 days’ 
notice for reservations. 


Extension offers art course 
in London 

A unique opportunity to combine three 
weeks of study at the Byam Shaw School of 
Drawing and Painting in London, England, 
with a summer holiday in Europe is being 
offered by the University’s Department of 
Extension. 

The three week non-credit course is de- 
signed to introduce recent developments 
along with more traditional methods. Prac- 
tical work will be supplemented by visits to 
museums, galleries and monuments. 

The course will be held from Thursday, 
August | until Wednesday, August 26. The 
charter flight will leave Edmonton on July 
29 and return September 9. 

Accommodation is available at Astor Col- 
lege in single student rooms. Residence facil- 
ities include lounges, a library, recreation 
rooms and a telly room. Breakfast is pro- 
vided. 

The total fee, including air fare, accom- 
modation and tuition, is $540. Further de- 
tails may be obtained from the Department 
of Extension. 


Graduate course in 
chest emergencies
